OPPOSITE MANNERS AND CUSTOMS. 
fhe common drinks of the Japanese are 
| hot; ours are cold. They uncover their feet 
out of respect; we the head. They are fond 
\of black teeth; we of white. They mount 
| their horses on the right side: we on the left. 
| Among the Chinese, white is the colour for 
| mourning; a son has no right to wear white 
| clothes while his father and mother live; but 
he can wear no other for three vears after

mourning. 
pockets, putting into them theisfans, papers, 
&c.; the boots are made very wide, and of 
black satin leather: we use gur coats, &c.— 
The dress of the women of the lower classes 
in China, is the same as, or differs but little 
from, that of the men; with us, no two things 
are more dissimilar. ‘The Chinese for beauty 
reduce both eyebrows to one arched line; we 
let them alone to form two arched lines, and 
delight in the ‘graceful curve.’ Long nails 
are with us a disgrace ; with the Chinese, they 
are an honour. Both men and women of rank 
in China suffer the nails of the left hand to 


prove their gentility, and to distinguish them- 
selves from labourers and mechanics. De 
Guine saw a mandarin whose nails were nearly 
six inches in length, and a physician who had 
brought them to ten or twelve inches. The 
nails are thus kept extremely clear and trans- 
parent, and at night are carefully enclosed in 
bamboo cases. There is another peculiarity 
of custom among the Chinese, which is said 
to be universal; they use their left hand in 
preference to the right, 

A Poriuguese woman, when she rides, sits 
with the left side towards the horse’s head; 
and an English woman with the night. 

A Portuguese wife never assumes the family 
name of her husband, but in all the vicissitudes 
of matrimony retains her own; an Engtish 
woman always assumes the family name of 
her husband. The Portuguese are generally 
addressed by their christian name; we by our 
family one. In Portugal, the master of the 
house precedce the visiter in going out; with 
us, the visiter precedes. 

The /talians reckon the commencement of 
their day from sunset; we from sunrise. Their 
clocks strike all the hours from one to twenty 
four ;—ours from one to twelve. 

The Kamtchatkadales always use dogs for 
the purpose of labour and travelling; we use 
horses aad oxen. 

We use wine and ardent spirits for intoxi- 
cation; buat the Turks opium. —We andress 
and go to bed at some certain hour, and wait 
the approach of sleep ; the ‘Turks, being seat- 
ed on a mattrass, smoke till they find them- 
selves sleepy ; then laying themselves down, 
their servants cover them.—Dinner is our

As soon as 
the van of the English had crossed the bridge, 
and before they could form themselves in o:- 
der of battle, Wallace rushed down, and broke 
them in a moment. Many thousanis were 
slain on the field, or drowned in attempting 
to recross the river. A general panic instant 

ly seized the main body of the English : they 
set fire to the bridge, abandoned all the bag 

gage, and did not cease their flight till they 
had reached Berwick, which they alse speedi- 
ly evacuated. The loss of the Scots would have 
been inconsiderable, had they not number- 
ed among their slam Cir Andrew Murray, the 
gallant and faithful companion of Wallace. 

Scotland was thus once more free; but in 
consequence of sad seasons and the disorders 
of war, it suffered severely from famine.— 
With the view of procuring sustenance to his 
returning followers, Wallace marched his 
army into the north of England; and for up- 
wards of three weeks the whole of that wide 
track of country from Cockermouth and Car 
lisle, to the gates of Newcastle, was wasted 
with all the fury of revenge, license, and ra- 
pacity. 

Wallace now assumed the title of “ Guar. 
dian of Scotland, in the name of King Jolin, 
(Baliol,) and by the consent of the Scottish 
Nation.” That he was virtually so, there can 
be no doubt; and we ought therefore to be 
| the less scrupulous in inquiring as to the 
forms which attended his investure with this 
high dignity. With the ai@ and countenance 
of only one of the Scottish barons, the lament- 
ed Andrew Murray, and supported by the low- 
er order of the Scottish people alone, he had 
freed his country from English thraldom, and 
restored it to its ancient independence. A 
service so great and unexampled, gave him a 
| claim te the appellation of Scotland’s Guar- 
| dian, which wanted neither form nor solemni- 
| ty to make it as well founded as any title that 
ever existed. 

The barons who had stood aleof during the 
struggles for liberty, now began, as beture, to 
intermeddle with the fruits of the conquest so 
gloriously achieved. Of Wallace, they spee- 
dily evinced the utmost jealousy. His eleva- 
tion wounded their pride; his great services

WILLIAM VWALLACE, 


THE HERO OF SCOTLAND. 


Never, perhaps, was the fame of any man 
more cherished by a people, than that of Wil- 
liam Wallace is by the Scottish nation. His 
exploits have been for ages the darling theme 
of all ranks of the people ; and im those parts 
of the country where his adventures chiefly 
Jay, there is scarcely a lofty rock, high fall of 
water, lonely cave, or other remarkable ob- 
ject in nature, which is not designated by a 
name dear to every romantic, youthful, and 
patriotic mind. The recorded feats in the 
life of Wallace, rank him not only among the 
first patriots of his nation, but among the first 
of all who have deserved that honourable ap- 
pellation. He made his appearance in the 
theatre of active life, at a most interesting pe- 
riod. A disputed saccession to the Scottish 
crown had been submitted to the decision of 
Edward the First of England. The office of 
umpire, gave the English king a fatal ascen- 
dancy over the Scottish nobles, and especially 
over the competitors for the crown. Baliol 
was preferred, on condition that he would ac- 
knowledge the dependence of Scotland upon 
the English crowe; but at last, under the 
mortification of repeated insults, he resigned 
the crown altogether into the hands of Ed- 
ward, on the 3d of July, 1296. All Scotland 
was now overrun by an English army, and the

dour than real strength to the cause. 

Wallace, though the master spirit of the 
whole enterprize, was of two bumble a rank 
among the gentlemen of Scotland, to be rea- 
dily acknowledged by them for their chief; 
and where merit like his was not recognized 
as the best title to supreme command, it is 
easy to conceive that the conflict of preten- 
tions must have been endless. All the lead- 
ers claimed to be independent of each other; 
and to nothing, even of the most obvious ad- 
vantage, could their common consent be ob- 
tained. While the Scottish army, thus enfee- 
bled by disease, lay posted near Irvine, a cho- 
sen and numerous body of forces which had 
been sent from England by Edward, ap. 
proached to give them battle. All the no- 
bles and barons who had joined the party of 
Wallace, Sir Andrew Murray, of Bothwell, 
alone excepted, consented to treat with the 
English ; and for themselves and their adher- 
ents made submission to Edward, .

The season of re- 
sistance was for the present past. Wallace 
| perceived that there remained no more hope, 
_ and sought out a place of concealment, where, 
| eluding the vengeance of Edward, he might 
silently lament over his country. 

Nothing now remsined in Scotland uncon- 
quered, but the Castle of Stirling, which was 
ut length compelled to surrender. But Wal- 
| lace still lived; and while he existed, though 
without forces, and without an ostensible 
place of residence, his countrymen were not 
_ absolutely without hope, nor Edward without 
fear. Every exertion was made to discover 
| his retreat; and at length he was betrayed 

inta. the 5 the English, He was 
brought to cnt, arraigned there asa 
| traitor by Edward, and* as thawog burnt yil- 
lages, stormed castles, and slaught 
| subjects of England, “ fa traitor!” 
led Wallace, indignantly. “ What inj

}and Lglory init.” Sentence of death was pro- 
‘nounced against him, and he was immediately 
executed, with @at studied rigour inthe cir-

| London: and his mangled limbs were distri- 
buted over the land. 

Thus cruelly perished a man whom Edward 
could never subdue, and whose only crime 
was an invincible attachment for freedom and 
independence.

The first Settlement of Philadelphia. 

It was aremark of one of the wisest and 
‘best men, whom the world has seen, that 
‘there exists in the economy and course of 
nature an indissoluble union between virtue 
and happiness, between duty and advantage, 
between the genuine maxims of an honest aad 
magnanimous policy, and the solid rewards of 
public prosperity and felicity.” By the wri. 
ter of a brief history of Philudelphia, this re.

And, indeed, there are many associations con- 
nected with the origin of Philad-Iphia, its 
progress and history, equally grateful to the 
philanthropist and the patriatie citizen of the 
United States. Its foundation was laid in 
peace and concord, Our ancestors in gener- 
al, however gently we may touch their mo- 
tives dnd temper, merit little for their wisdom 
and diseretion, in their conduct with the In- 
dians.

“ The other day, (says Noah’s Advocate,) we 
hada formal application made to us, from a 
beautiful pious young lady, with blue eyes, 
and an air of sweet meekness altogether tre- 
sistable, to give her two dollars, to present to 
the Society for ameliorating the condition of 
the Jews.—It distressed us to the heart to re- 
fuse any thing to so fair an applicant, but we 
could not stand an appeal so very palpable. 
“*‘ My dear madam, our condition is perfectly 
good—how can two dollars make it better?’ 





We live happily in this blessed land, God be | 


praised, and our condition, not to be ungrate- 
ful, is as good as our neighbours.” She gave 
us to understand that it was our eternal, not 
temporal condition, which she was so anxious 
to ameliorate ; in short, the two dollars was 
to swell the fund created to convert the Jews 
to Christianity. And is money to be offered 
for such purposes? How! buy converts to 
Christianity? We admit no such sacziiljgious 
traffic. Having managed to save the two dol- 
lars, a promise was extorted from me to at- 
tend the anniversary meeting on Friday, of 
the society for converting the Jews. 

‘* The president, managers and members 

rere all accommodated with chairs, tables, 
&c. The meeting was opened with prayer, 
und the report was read. This report was 
flaitering; converts had been made (princi- 
pally abroad) and a farm of 400 acres in West- 
chester (N.Y.) hadbeenpurchased, toset them 
to work. Several clergymen addressed the 
meeting piously and benevolently ; but I want- 
ec to see and hear the converts; I desired to 
know the natives who had renounced the faith 
of their fathers. At length two made their 
appearance, both from /’oland, sent on their 
travels by the London Society. One of them 
said he bad been converted at eight years of 
age ; Dr. Johnson would have said he had been 
caught young. He told an unfortunate seerct, 
which was, that the London Society, with im- 
mense funds, had accomplished nothing, and 
alléheir hopes rested on America. Without 
those immense funds, the encouragement 
here, at least, is not flattering. 

“ Are we treating this subject lightly ? Well 
then, we shall be serious. 

“Tet the Jews alone. It has pleased the 
Almighty to continue them a distinct people : 
and in the midst of captivity and oppression, 
persecution and cruelty, for four thousand 
years, his providential care has been extended 
in bountiful kindness to his chosen people — 
there 1s no credit in making such people apos- 
tates. Every human law derives its orivin 
from the Jews—to them is the moral world in- 
debted for the foundation of morality—the 
knowledge of a God, of virtue, justice, and 
the hepe of everlasting life. 

** But suppose the Jews should become con- 
verts, it is likely they would be Catholics, for 
that is the primitive Christian faith, and withal 
is an imposing religion. Should they turn 
Catholics they will be branded as‘followers of 
the “Pope and the devil,” and should they 
adopt the Presbyterian or Episcopalian doc- 
trines, the Catholics will call them heretics— 
so that in this age of conversion, the Jews 
will be as unfortunate as they were in the 
early agcs, when the Romans persecuted them 
as Christians, and the Christians oppressed 
them as Jews.”

“ VILLAGE SKETCHES, OR TALES OF 
SOMERVILLE.” 

This little volume, of which a brief notice 
was given last week, we have perused atten- 
tively, and have found no reason to alter the 
favourable opinion we then expressed. The 
tales are brief, and related in a simple, unaf- 
fected style, in which the author successfully 
enlists the attention of the reader, who will 
frequently find his expectations exeited, and 
his feelings touched with no ordinary hand. 
There are some slight blemishes in both the 
language and in the conduct of some of the 
tales, together with occasional typographical 
errors, which exhibit a want of attention ; | 
but they occur soseldom, and are accompanied 








with such abundant and satisfas Lory evidence 
of the writer’s ability for doing better, that 
we feel no disposition to dwell on this por- 
tion of our subject, but will content our- 
selves with admiring the flower, while the 
scrutinizing critic may amuse himself, if he 
pleases, by picking it to pieces. 

We intended to have given a brief outline 
of the principal tales, accompanied with ex- 
tracts; but as this might, in some measure, 
lessen the interest of these who mean to read 
the book itself, we shall at present merely 
make a few selections, sufficient to give a 
general idea of the author's manner. 

The tales are confined to a retired roman- 
tic spot, of which they form, in part, the pleas- 
ing history, and which is thus described : 


On the banks of a little stream, that takes 
its source among one of the minor ridges of 
the Allegheny, and empties into the Susque- 
hanna, in the western parts ot Pennsylvania, 
stands the little town of Someyville. It is one 
of those swectly sequestered spots, which 
nature seems to have marked for the quiet 
retirement of those who wish to mingle but 
litte with the world. Situated at the foot of 
a high sloping hill, and stirrounded by solita- 
ry woodlands, it seems, at a hitle distance, 
to be literally buried in the wildness of un- 
cultivated nature. But, on a nearer approach, 
the eye is dehgbted with the visible hand of 
cultivation. The beautiful simplicity of the 
dweliing houses—the neat little stone church, 
whose spire rises above the trees a short dis- 
tance off -the old school house, som whose 
windows the little children may be seen pcep- 
ing their heads at the passing stranger—and 
the cul.ivated little gardens atiached to cach 
house, all bespeak a taste and refinement 
which many would not expect to find ina 
village so very remote from the busy world.

Have men 10 
need to have their rough angles filed off, and 
their harshnesses and asperities smoothed and 
polished by assim'‘lating with beings of more 
sofiness and refinement? Are the ideas of 
worhen naturally so very judicious, are their 
principles so invincibly firm, are their views 
so perfectly correct, are their judgments so 
completely exact, that there is occasion for 
no additional weight, no superacdded strength, 
no increased clearness, none of that enlarge- 
ment of mind, none ef that additional invigo- 
ration which may be derived from the aids of 
the stronger sex?” 

Ifthe sexes are more improved in conver- 
saton and manners in each other’s society, 
how much higher and more beneficial may 
the degree of improscement be extended in a 
conversation upon paper, on religion, morals, 
literature, and a thousand other interesting 
subjects, where their ideas may be given ina 
manner combining th powers of reflection 
with an elegance and ease of expression. 

Females are gencrally very finent, and 
sometimes eloquent in conversation, but 1 
mean no disrespect to the sex when TI say, 
comparatively, very fow of them can express 
their ideas well on paper It is not froma 
deficiency of natural capacity—they have 
ideas; but it is the want of exercising those 
ideas in that particular manner. No kind ot 
composition is more easy, and at the same 
time better suited to the female mind, than 
letter-writing. This a species of composiuon 
whoch does not require much study or labour, 
nor must 't be careless or slovenly. As Blur 
observes, ** it possesses a kind of niddle 
place between the serious and amusing.” 

In a letter we look for the heart more than 
the head; for the feelings and affections, 
more than the elegant learning of the author. 
The more ease and famiharity, and the less 
study or iaboured ornament we find in a let- 
ter, the better we are pleased with it. It is, 
as the author last quoted emphatically says, 
‘* a conversation carried on upon paper,” 
and the nearer it assimilates to the common 
language of the heart, the more fore bly does 
it strike upen our own feelings.
